There, were two property owners 
who wou ld not sign 
Frank Thom­ 
son, who handles black smith su p­ 
plies, was one of the relcatricant 
ones. 
The other was a man named 
Compton who, it is alleged, was very 
mu ch at ou ts with the city of Santa 
Ana becau se he had been prosecu t­ 
ed for hau ling au to passengers with­ 
ou t first having tak en ou t a city li­ 
cense. 
Bad Spots Left 
The private contract was complet­ 
ed. 
Rou gh areas were left in front 
of the properties of the two stu b­ 
born property owners 
Thomson 
sparred arou nd for a while, and fin­ 
ally was allowed to enter u pon the 
street to do some 
of 
the paving 
himself. 
He did abou t half of it 
and qu it. 
Proceedings then were started to 
force down the pavement in front 
of these properties. 
Those proceed­ 
ings came very near being impossi 
ble. 
Under one state law, it ap­ 
peared impossible to proceed be­ 
cau se a street lien cou ld not be pu t 
against a property 
for more than 
half the assessed valu e of the prop­ 
erty. 
Finally a way was fou nd. 
An 
assessment district plan was u nder­ 
tak en. An assesesment district to in- 
du de the Thomson 
and 
Compton 
properties was made, and consu m­ 
mation of the proceedings will soon 
be reached. 
The paving eventu ally 
will have to go down, bu t the trou ­ 
ble so far as proceedings are con­ 
cerned has been as mu ch as wou ld 
have been the case had the city 
gone throu gh the proceedings in the 
first place. 
At least, that is the way the city 
tru stees look at it. 
Another sore spot in the private 
contract system came when a prop­ 
erty owner on Sou th Birch street at 
Walnu t threw a monk ey wrench in­ 
to the machinery by refu sing to sign 
u p for su rfaeing the street. 
There is u nfinished pavement there 
yet. 
The property owner said he 
cou ldn’t pay- 
Continual Annoyance 
“Using street proceedings,” 
said 
ayor Mitchell, "look s to u s to have 
many advantages. 
The best thing 
abou t it is that it enables u s to have 
the specifications exactly as we want 
them and that the cost is spread ou t 
in exact accordance with law. 
We 
have had so mu ch trou ble in get­ 
ting streets paved 
u nder 
private 
contract cleaned u p that we had to 
adopt some policy that wou ld rid 
the city government of having to 
face continu ou s problems 
su ch as 
we have bad on East Fou rth street

Contractor’s Viewpoint 
A very different viewpoint of the 
m atter is expressed by the paving 
contractors. 
“The policy of the board as en­ 
tered into recently means that street 
paving is ju s£ abou t at an end In 
Santa Ana for a while.” said Steele 
Finley. 
“That 
is 
tru e althou gh 
there are a nu mber of streets In San­ 
ta Ana that need to be paved and 
on which a large majority of the 
property owners favor paving. 
“Tak e Flower street, for instance. 
That street is hu ng u p by this new 
policy. 
The sewers have been laid. 
Eighty-fou r per cent of the proper­ 
ty owners have actu ally signed for 
the worlv 
Many of the property 
owners are anxiou s for the paving 
to be done. 
Nothing is being done. 
No contractor can get 100 per cent 
of the frontage signed to a private 
contract thou gh 100 per cent might 
come in' if the city cou ncil stood pat 
on 
a 
proposition 
that that street 
mu st be paved. 
As it is, sixteen 
per cent of the frontage is holding 
back an improvement that eighty- 
fou r per cent of the frontage • has 
signed for- 
“Under the present policy, there is 
not a street contractor in Santa Ana 
who will mak e a tu rn toward get­ 
ting a private contract for street 
paving. 
Property owners who do 
have their street paved, if they can 
get the city tru stees to u ndertak e 
and see throu gh a proceedings, will 
have to pay a good deal more for 
their paving than they wou ld if they 
were allowed to proceed as we have 
hitherto proceeded. 
It costs from 
ten to twenty per cent more to pave 
u nder proceedings than by private 
contract.” 
West Walnu t Paving 
Finley instanced 
the 
paving of 
West Walnu t. 
He said that he had 
begu n signing u p private contracts 
for paving that street at 23.5 cents 
per squ are foot., bu t competitive bids 
were insisted on by city au thorities, 
with the u ltimate resu lt that the pav­ 
ing was done for 26 cents. 
“Two of the local contractors are 
idle now,” said Finley. 
“Another 
will be ou t of work soon. 
When 
T get throu gh with my contract on 
Main street from Fou rth to Seventh, 
my crews will be idle u nless I can 
get work elsewhere. 
We are all of 
u s look ing for paving jobs in other 
cities. 
We don’t see anything in 
sight here. 
“If the ou tfits move away, and the 
city shou ld he pu t throu gh some pro­ 
ceedings after awhile, the cost of 
moving the ou tfit back wou ld be fig­ 
u red into the bid.

"Nearly all of the paving that has 
been done in Santa Ana has been 
done u nder private contract.

very low.

the private contract system hitherto 
has been encou raged.

cou ncils have tried to get needed

TENANCY IS INCREASING 


Of the total number of farms in the United States 
on January I, 19 20, as shown by the Fourteenth Cen­ 
sus, 3,9 25,09 5 were operated by their owners, 68 ,525 
by hired managers, and 2,454,7 46 by tenants. 
Of 
the total number of farms, 60.9 per cent were oper­ 
ated by their owners, 1.1 per cent by managers, and 


38.1 per cent by tenants. 
In 19 10, 62.1 per cent of the farms were oper­ 
ated by owners, 0.9 per cent by managers, and 37 per 
cent by tenants. The distribution in 19 00 was, own­ 
ers, 63.7 per cent; managers, 1.0 per cent; and ten­ 
ants, 35.3 per cent; in 189 0, owners and managers 
together, 7 1.6 per cent; and tenants, 28 .4 per cent; 
in 1880, owners and managers, 7 4.4 per cent; and 
tenants, 25.6 per cent. 
It is evident, therefore, that there has been a grad­ 
ual decrease in the proportion of farms operated by 
their owners and a corresponding increase in the pro­ 
portion operated by tenants. 
In genera], this tendency is to be looked upon with 
disfavor. 
Ownership means more to the land than 
does tenancy. Some kinds of tenancy become a posi­ 
tive menace. 
The tenant who takes everything he 
can from the land and puts nothing back, expecting 
“ to throw the lemon away when he has squeezed it 
dry,” is not a desirable acquisition to a community. 
The tendency of the Japanese to be that kind of a 
tenant is but one of the fundamental objections rais­ 
ed to him as a farmer in California. 
What will the next ten years show? 
Is the farm 
becoming more attractive so that the percentage of 
farms operated by owners will be greater in 19 30 
than in 19 20? 
Farm bureaus and other co-operative and govern­ 
mental agencies have set themselves to the task of 
betterment of farm life. 
It is essential to the pre­ 
servation of economic ideals of the country that they 
be given support in their endeavors.

Thus has insurance been one of our mainstays in 
municipal and industrial growth during a period when 
our fire losses far surpassed those of any other nation 
on the globe. 


Chairman Lasker of the shipping board has been 
in conference with Mr. Meyer of the war finance cor­ 
poration with a view to securing the shipment in 
American vessels of the farm products the export of 
which will be financed under the farmers’ relief bill 
now pending in congress and soon to become a law. 
It is possible for the finance corporation to ren­ 
der a distinct aid to American shipping by stipulating 
that financial assistance will be forthcoming only 
when the exports concerned are to be shipped over­ 
seas in American vessels.

IMPROVEMENT IS REPORTED 


It was prophesied several months ago by shrewd 
observers that business revival in the East would be­ 
gin about the middle of the summer. Recent events 
bear out that prophecy. 
There are many convincing signs, comes word 
from the East, chief among which is the increasing 
wholesale demand for goods. 
Retailers have bought 
as little as possible the last year or two, in order not 
to be caught on a falling market. 
Now their shelves 
are rather bare, and they have started filling them. The 
tendency has been especially marked in textiles. That 
is natural, for the readjustment started first in the tex­ 
tile trade. 
It extends, however, to many other trades, 
and may soon reach all the important lines. 
The orders for goods that are pouring into every 
big buying center will soon be reflected in stimulated 
manufacture. 
That means more employment, and in 
turn, more buying power on the part of the consuming 
public. 
Increased consuming power then accelerates 
the merchants orders, and makes more employment, 
and so it goes. 
The process, once fairly started, is 
cumulative. 
Indications of other kinds are likewise favorable. 
People who have jobs are working harder. Crops, on 
the whole, are good. Bankers are “ loosening up” and 
providing more funds for legitimate enterprise. 
The 
railroads at last are beginning to make money. Stocks 
and bonds have started up, slowiy and jerkily, but 
with a general bull tendency that is unmistakable. 
There is more confidence in the air. Business psychol­ 
ogy is more cheerful and confident. Things are going 
better internationally. The national tax burden is still 
oppressive, but against that discouraging factor is set 
the hope inspired by the coming disarmament confer­ 
ence and the prospect of peace for many years to 
come. 
When conditions show so much improvement in 
August, ordinarily the dullest month of the year, thev 
are suTe to be better in September, declare men who 
are studying conditions the country over.

Those hopes went to wreck and ruin at Versailles, 
where the foundations were laid, not for an enduring 
peace, but for more trouble and ruthless wars. 
Two years of turmoil have followed, with neither 
security nor safety in sight. 
Armaments are costing more 
than 
were 
ever 
thought of before the last war, and suspicion 
is 
breeding suspicion, until it would seem that men had 
learned nothing from 1914 to 1918. 
The Washington conference can start the world 
moving in another direction, if the leaders of the 
great Nations meet and work in the true spirit of 
Armistice Day.

An ironical editorial in a recent issue of The New 
Republic, discusses the alleged taste of the reading 
public for racy news rather than for politics, es­ 
pecially foreign politics.

The people it says, have reached the saturation point 
in the consumption of the league, the treaty, repa­ 
rations, cabinet crises. 
While this may be true, there is still something 
more to it. The people may think, just as often as 
they should, of matters of state, but they refuse to 
read more often than necessary. It is not necessary, 
for one to have a fair general impression of the Irish 
disputes, to follow each day’s horrid chronology of 
the shooting of constables in Clare or the burning 
of a Sinn Fein headquarters by Blacks and Tans; 
or to read the latest pronunciamento by Korfanty, 
in order to have a “feel” of the relation of Silesia 
to the peace of Europe. 
Enough is enough, either 
of news or of statecraft. 
And if people prefer to interlard their observa­ 
tions of world politics with more than its proper 
share of “human interest stuff”—a scandal in Lon­ 
don, a new style in Paris', a freak in the Connecticut 
valley—there is a reason, from the point of view of 
the news mechanic. 
News, like other things, runs 
along the lines of least resistance. We make things 
in the easiest way. We do things in the easiest way. 
We se" up difficult ideals and then we proceed to 
make them as easy as possible. 
Life is a struggle 
between aspirations and common sense. 
The aspir­ 
ation of news is to tell all the things that people 
want to know. 
The common sense is to give them 
what they will be satisfied with. It is easier to find 
a story about a scandal, a misfortune, a great happi­ 
ness, a great pathos, a freak, a wonder, than it is 
to work into an issue in statecraft, and get the meat 
of it. 
We have religions that are hard, some that are 
“easy.” We have some sciences that are hard, some 
that are “easy.” 
We have methods of healing that 
are hard, 
borne that are “easy.” 
We have politics 
that is hard, some that is “easy.” And we have news­ 
paper work that is hard, some "easy.” it is easy to 
get some “stories.” 
It is hard to delve 
into 
the 
bosom of a column of figures, the maze of misunder­ 
standings of groups of men, the vague ideals of a 
people, and get the humkn interest that is there. 
Great reporters do it. 
And great reporters, like 
geniuses of other kinds, know that “genius” is “hard 
work.” But they are not afraid of it.
